New Yort, Fan. 4. The Hon. Liewtenant-General Le- 
fie, Commander in Chief of Charleflown, with his fuite, arri- 
ved here on Tharfday, in perfeét health. 

On Thorfday, arrived the thip Duchefs of Gordon, Captain 
Holmes, in 15 days from Charlettown, South Carolina. She 
Nailed from thence or the rgth ult. with a flect, confi{ting of a- 
bout 70 (ail,.50 of which were bound for this port, having on 
board the foreign and provincial troops, under convoy ot his 
Majelty’s thips Affurance, Charleftown, and Hound ; the re- 
mainder, confifting of about 20 fail, parted with them off 
Charlefown bar, on the 18th, bound for England. On the 
#7th a ficet of upwards of 50 fail, with the Britifh troops, and 
the provincial part of the inhabitants of Charléftown, failed 
from thence for Jamaica. : 

Immediately on the embarkation of the King’s troops at 
Charléftown, the rebel General Wayne, with about 5000 con- 
tinental foldiers, took poffellion of the town, leaving a body of 
cavalry to guard the paifes, with ftrict orders not to moleft any 
perfor going to the fhipping. The rebels were fo extremely 

polise atker the embarkation uf the-garrifon, as not to hoift the 
rebel ftandard for three days, while the Englith fleet lay in the 
bay. « i 
Four moré. of the above-mentioned fleet anchored within 
the Hook on Tharfday afternoon, and the remainder, with the 


reonvoy, were then in fight. 


By the fleet from Charleftown we learn the following parti- 


evlars.: That the enemy had made an attempt, and nearly ef- 7 


feted their defign, to cut off the neceflary {upply of freth wa- 
ter from the fhipping, which muft have caufed great delay ; but 
that a detachment fent out by General Leflie forced them to 
abandon the enterprife : That they refufed to the laft any fup- 
plies of frefh provilion to be fent into the towa, by which 
_means much fpecie was brought hither, which otherwile would 
have remainéd in that province. 

A, fhort time previous to abandoning the towns, flags were
